None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicant's claimed 
method as set forth in independent claim 21 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed method steps of "determining at least one second 
illumination time of the plurality of illumination times" and "iteratively searching for 
a detection revisit time that is used to detect the first and second illumination 
times while satisfying a specified probability of detecting the emitter signal" taken 
together and taken in the overall context of independent claim 21 . 

Dependent claims 22-29 are allowable for at least the reasons for which 
independent claim 21 is allowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicant's claimed 
computer program product as set forth in independent claim 30 that is particularly
